cattle as security and bomm rsonef 
iron a bank. The loan runs for fiv« 
years at 6 p«r cent interest anJ is 
guaranteed by the government. They 
may sell the two-year-old offspring 
or their cattle and apply the proe^edi 
to their debt or they n?ay sell ail 
thear cattle and, with the approval of 
the livestock commissioner, invest itt 
another breed or in sheep, hoifd of 
horses for breeding purposes.
